Executive Summary:

The purpose of the Health Physics Fellowship Program is two-fold: (a) to attract qualified
students, regardless of race, ethnic background and financial status, to Duke University, and (b)
to provide students an opportunity to complete graduate degrees in MS or PhD in health physics
specialty in the Duke Medical Physics Graduate Program. Our goal is to support three to four
graduate students per year. Duke University offers unique teaching and research environment
